THAT LAWSUIT. 





In the case of Stern v. National Retail Hardware 
Association,’ Bush, and Corey, in the United States 
Circuit Court at Indianapolis, a full argument was 
had on Saturday, December 29, 1906, upon the de- 
murrers interposed by the deferidants. Judge Ander- 
son ruled that each of the five paragraphs of the com- 
plaint stated a good cause of action. The defendants 
were ruled to answer the complaint not later than 
January 15, 1907. The effect of this decision is that 
for each libel, if .published as stated, the defendants 
must answer in damages. 








Have you shaken off the “1906” habit yet? 








Wir glorious prospects of a continuance of busi- 
ness activity the year 1907 opens most auspiciously 
for all the metal trades. 








STEEL and iron made great strides during the 
twelve months labeled 1906—in fact, they marched 
with seven-league boots. 








Tue happiest hardware dealers in the country to- 
day are they who learned by actual experience dur- 
ing the recent holidays that it pays to advertise. 








For the last three months the big overgrown mail- 
order houses of Chicago employed special night forces 
as well as their regular day staffs and are reported to 
have worked both to the limit in getting out holiday 
goods. It is impossible to escape the conviction that 
many a dollar that might have found its way into 
the till of the country hardware man passed through 
the mails to the insatiate maw of the catalogue houses 
instead. We mean, of course, dollars that might have 
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been kept at home by more judicious handling of the 
local trade—by direct advertising competition with the 
catalogue concerns and a plainer and more systematic 
demonstration of the inferiority of mail-order goods. 








THE new railroad mileage built in the United States 
in the last year, according to the Railway Age of Chi- 
cago, increased 1,088 miles over the previous year, 
when the new construction totaled 4,979 miles. The 
6,067 miles of new road added to the country’s rail- 
road mileage in 1906 is the largest addition since 1888. 
In 1904 the total was 4,252 miles. 








At this season of the year it is not only permissible 
but very likely to be profitable for the manufacturer 
and the merchant to don the garb of the 
The Business 1-ophet, in a metaphoric sense, and peer 
into the future to see what it perchance 
may have in store. It is the time of 
year when plans are made and estimates are formed, 
when probable expenditures are calculated and prob- 
able receipts are estimated. 

The balance sheet of 1906 has been duly prepared 
unless the bookkeeper in striking the balance has 
struck a snag—and the business man knows just where 
he stands after the manifold operations of the year 
that is past. His thoughts are now all of the future. 
What has the new year in store? What will it bring 
forth? 

To all who work in metal or handle the finished 
products of the metal worker, the answer can be given 
in an optimistic vein with reasonable assurance that 
the future is full of promise of continued prosperity. 
With iron selling far ahead of production, and no 
prospect of a lessening demand, there is no reason to 
prophesy evil as far as the iron trades are concerned. 

In the sheet metal industries prospects are equally 
favorable. The leading producer of sheets and tin 
plate is far behind on its deliveries and the factories 
are behind on orders. In all the metal trades a con- 
dition of unusual activity is noted and the prospects 
for the whole of 1907 are roseate-hued. 

Manufacturers, jobbers and retailers of hardware 
realize that the rapid rate at which the population of 
the United States is increasing and the continued de- 
velopment of our natural resources make it practi- 
cally certain that the heavy demand for all sorts of 
hardware will continue, to their advantage and profit. 

More people mean more homes and, as was pointed 
out at the banquet of the Pennsylvania stove salesmen 
the other day, more homes mean more stoves, more 
furnaces, more heating appliances of every kind. There 
is, therefore, no reason for any foreboding of evil in 
the stove and furnace industries. 

It certainty seems at this time that the year 1907 
may turn out to be not merely a worthy successor of 
the admittedly prosperous year that has just closed, 
but a record-breaker in all lines of metal industry. 

So far as we are able now to see, there are no 
clouds upon the business horizon of 1907. It ill be- 
cometh man to boast, however, and while congratu- 
lating ourselves upon the bright and rosy outlook it is 
well to bear in mind the possible effects of a cloud no

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bigger than a man’s hand. Enterprise and a wise 
conservatism go well together hand in hand. 








There are hardly two opinions among tin roofers 
as to the advisability of the adoption of a set of stand- 
ard specifications for general use on tin 

StandardTin »4ofing contracts. Such a set of specifi- 
Sioeutioothnee 5ti008 should, of course, represent the 
best practice of the most experienced 

men in the trade and the highest standard of work- 
manship. It is almost too much to expect that any 
set of specifications should be so drawn as to com- 
mand unanimous assent and approbation, yet there is 
practical unanimity of approval in the comments so 


far heard and recorded touching the proposed speci- - 


fications submitted for the criticism of our readers in 
our issue of December 1 last. 

These specifications have now been before the roof- 
ing trade for five weeks, and while we are not pre- 
pared to assert that they are the very best that could 
be devised, we do feel that they are probably the best 
that have been devised, and in urging the general 
adoption by tin roofers of some such set we believe 
we are acting in the very best interests of al) con- 
cerned. * 

Of course there is no mention of any particular 
make of tin plate in these proposed specifications for 
roofing. They are intended to cover only the ques- 
tion of workmanship. If the tin plate is to regain its 
proper place among roofing materials, the work of the 
tin roofer must be well and truly done, according to 
high standards of workmanship and high standards 
of business morality. The manufacturers, we verily 
believe, are doing their share in the rehabilitation of 
the tin roof and the tinner must also lend a hand. If 
the business is to be placed on the best and most sub- 
stantial basis, the manufacturer must make and fur- 
nish good material and the roofer must do his job 
not only with good, reliable tin plate, but also con- 
scientiously and with good workmanship. To this 
end the adoption of standard specifications should cer- 
tainly contribute, and we believe the cause of the tin 
roof will be helped by a free and full expression of 
tinners’ opinions upon the specifications proposed. 

At present the consensus of opinion appears to be 
that the set published by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
December 1 is worthy of general adoption. The de- 
bate, however, will not be considered closed until all 
have had an opportunity to be heard.

of it. The estimated production of coke 
at Connellsville during the first forty-eight weeks of 
1906 aggregated 13,315,205 tons, over a million in ex- 
cess of those for corresponding weeks in 1905 and 
more than four millions greater than those -for 1904. 
The cars required to handle this production numbered 
697,138, of which 223,273 were destined to Pittsburg 
and the river, 387,331 to points west of Pittsburg, and 
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86,534 to points east of Connellsville. The total num- 
ber for the like period in 1905 was 639,361 and in 
1904 only 474,212. 

Figures like these demonstrate what the railroads 
of the country are up against, to use the language of 
the street. Nearly 50 per cent more cars were re- 
quired to transport Connellsville coke in 1906 than in 


1904.

W. D. Simmons, of the Simmons Hardware Company, 
who has earned the glorious privilege of being popu- 
larly denominated and recognized as Simmons of St. 
Louis, just as a distinguished politician is known as 
Roosevelt of New York or Bryan of Nebraska, or a 
learned scholar is known as Harper of Chicago or 
Hadley of Yale. 

In a recent speech to the hardware dealers of 
southwestern Kansas, Mr. Simmons said: 


“Perhaps we may find, if we go deep into the question, that 
the hardware merchant, more than any other, is the fore- 
runner or the pioneer of the development of this great 
country. 

“When people flood into a new country, what is the first 
thing they need? Whether that be a plain or a hill country, 
a forest or prairie, the first want is hardware. The settler 
first turns to the store of the hardware merchant—whether 
it is for tools with which to clear the forest or to build his 
house, for implements to till his soil, or for utensils to pre- 
pare and cook his food, his first needs start him in search 
of the hardware store. If needs are foreseen—if the enter- 
prise and industry of the American merchant has been prompt 
to anticipate this coming opportunity, is it not fair to say 
that the hardware merchant is the pioneer of this great move- 
ment, the leader in the development of this great country? 

“The farmer comes to settle and till the soil, but he looks, 
as a matter of course, to find the hardware merchant with 
a stock of goods waiting for him, and he is seldom disap- 
pointed. If he has come from afar, it would have been a 
serious difficulty—often impossible—to bring with him all the 
many things he will need shortly after his arrival. In the 
first place, he does not know what he will want—the country 
is new to him, and if he did know, the transportation of 
these things, along with his family, is not practical, to say 
nothing of its being expensive. Under this American system, 
he simply packs up, bag and baggage, and takes a passenger 
train for a new country, firm in the assurance that he will 
find at hand goods suitable for his needs and for less money 
than he could buy and transport them, and he finds them be- 
cause the system warrants the investment on the part of the 
merchant, who is sure of a permanent trade in a country 
built up on this plan. This is what makes it possible to de- 
velop our country so fast as to make the Old World look 
on in wonder and astonishment. It is because we have 
planned to have the commercial life of the country not only 
keep pace but set the pace for all other elements.” 


In thus dignifying the trade of which he is so dis- 
tinguished a representative Mr. Simmons did the 
trade a service that every hardware man should ap- 
preciate. It is uplifters like him that every trade 
needs—men of light and leading who base their 
conduct and language upon the solid foundation of 
cosmic and cosmopolitan experience.

SWEDISH PIG IRON TRUST- 








U. S. Consul R. S. S. Bergh, of Gottenborg, says

GREAT CAR SHORTAGE. 








Throughout North America, from Mexico to Can- 
ada, and from San Francisco to Portland, Me., there 
is a car shortage which is simply unprecedented, says 
Freight. 

Traffic has its periods of minimum and maximum 
volume, and the railroad naturally strains its rolling 
stock to the stretching point in the period of greatest 
traffic. That period seems to have arrived for the year, 
and shippers are in a highly excited state of mind. 
Many large orders for freight cars Have been given 
by leading railroads, including one from the New 
York Central for 17,050 cars, to be ready for delivery 
in 1907. 

The American Railway Association has the sub- 
ject under consideration, and J. W. Midgeley has been 
asked to work out some plan whieh will relieve the 
situation. 

Among the railroads there is a cry of “car thieves!” 
Of course, a “car thief” is a railroad which gets pos- 
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session of cars belonging to other roads, runs them 
away, and uses them for its own purposes, regardless 
of the wishes of the owners. 

At present each road is charged 25 cents per day for 
the first thirty days during which it uses a freight 
car belonging to another line. Experience has shown 
that this per diem is unprofitable for the road owning 
the car, and is insufficient to hasten its return by a 
line which may be making $4 or $5 a day clear upon it. 

A number of corrective plans have been suggested, 
among which are an exchange of cars on an equalized 
tonnage basis; the establishment of a limited car pool 
or exchange; increased demurrage charges or the 
maintenance of an equipment company to comprise a 
special description of freight cars and to be operated 
on the principle of the Pullman Company, with the 

‘distinction that it shall be controlled by interested rail- 
roads and not by individuals.

WORLD’S FAIR AT SEATTLE IN 1909. 





At the present time much interest is centered in 
Seattle, Wash., in the work of creating the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition, which will‘be held in 1909, 
opening June 1 and closing October 15. Although 
three years remain before the fair will be opened to 
the public, the management is hard at work perfecting 


. and carrying out plans to make the enterprise worthy 
- of the purposes it will aim to accomplish. 


Beginning with the idea of making the new western 
world’s fair original in every possible way, the man- 
agement has succeeded. admirably up to the present 
time, and if the financing of it can be taken as a cri- 
terion of the manner in which the plans already out- 
lined will be carried out, there is no room for doubt 
as to the originality that will characterize the 1909 
fair. 

On October 2 last, five months after the incorpora- 
tion of the exposition company, which was effected 
May 7, the people of Seattle were called upon to 
finance the enterprise by subscribing in one day to its 
capital stock of $500,000. In a generous and public- 
spirited manner they over-subscribed to the extent 
of $150,000, making the total amount available with 
which to begin work, $650,000. 

As soon as the capital stock had been subscribed, 
John C. Olmsted, the noted landscape artist of Brook- 
line, Mass., who laid out the Chicago and Portland 
expositions, was called to Seattle, and he is now 
busily engaged in designing the grounds and arrang- 
ing the buildings. He has pronounced the site as, 
scenically, the finest ever utilized for such a purpose. 

The primary purpose of the fair is to exploit the re- 
sources and potentialities of Alaska, Yukon and the 
Pacific Northwest, and to make known and foster the 
vast importance of the trade of the Pacific ocean and 
of the countries bordering upon it. Different from 
other fairs, the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition will 
not celebrate any particular event. The awakening of 
the Pacific, the wonderful achievement in all lines of 
effort of the countries in and bordering thereon, and 
the important role the commerce of the great ocean 
plays in that of the world, are the most noteworthy 
things the fair will celebrate.

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“BORE” AS APPLIED TO GUNS. 








In the days of our forefathers, when rifle balls 
were spherical and long cylindrical, conical-headed 
bullets and rifled barrels were undreamed of, says the 
Scientific American, the gunsmith adopted a curious 
but convenient method of designating the gauge or 
diameter of the bore. He expressed it by stating how 
many bullets, of a size that would fit a particular mus- 
ket, would go to make a pound. Thus, a 10-bore 
musket would be one of such a bore that ten of its 
bullets would go to make a pound weight; a 16-bore 
gun would be one whose bullets would run sixteen to 
the pound, and so on. Hence we get the anomaly that 
the musket of the larger denomination has the smaller 
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bore. Although the day of the spherical bullet has 
long passed away, and the only smooth-bore remaining 
is the shotgun, the old method of designation has been 
retained,

Kampfe 
Bros., 8-12 Reade street, New York, who manufac- 
ture the razor, have probably found that ad extremely 
serviceable to them and to the hardware dealers who 
use it in their local papers with their names attached.

It is a slow-going storekeeper who cannot recognize 
the selling quality in the successful advertisements of 
others. It pays to burn the midnight oil in the study 
of the subject of advertising.

A. A. Snider, dealer in general hardware, stoves 
and ranges at Galva, IIl., sends us the ad. reproduced 
herewith in slightly reduced form, and requests criti- 
cisms of the same. As it originally appeared, presum- 
ably in a Galva newspaper, the ad. occupied a space 
of 7% inches double column. To our mind the ad. is 
a good and effective one and we are not surprised to 
learn from Manager I. O. Snider that it has been a 
business-bringer for the firm. The features of this 
ad. that make it a good one are, first, that it arrests 
the attention by its make-up, illustration, and catchy 
top-line “For Any Him!” Second, it booms the goods 
in a decided manner, pointing out their good points 
and claims upon the purchaser, Third, it is season- 
able and deals with seasonable goods—it is a “live” 
ad. and most live ads. come from live concerns, as 
the public have learned by long experience. Fourth, 
it demonstrates the merchant’s desire to please and to 
accommodate—“Open evenings until Christmas.” 
Fifth, but by no means least, the prices are there, plain 
as a pikestaff, and there is an attractive range of them 
to suit various pocketbooks. 

Mr. Snider may well be proud of that ad. and 
deserves the business it has brought him. Would 
that more hardware retailers, for their own sakes, pre- 
pared and used advertisements like his. He is on the 
right track in regard to advertising and here is a key- 
note in his own words. He writes: “Advertising is a 





bringer. After all, there is the fundamental test of 
any advertisement. Does it do the work intended? 
Does it “pull”? Has it the selling quality? If it 
sells the goods, the ad. may be said to be successful, 
to be a good ad., and conversely if it lacks the selling 
quality it is a poor investment.

MR. BARNEY TO BENEFIT SPRINGFIELD. 





A dispatch from Springfield, Mass., says that 
“Everett H. Barney, one of the wealthiest citizens of 
New England, has sent word to the Springfield city 
authorities that he has made a will leaving his mil- 
lions to the city. His announcement was made to 
urge the city to accept the offer of President Mellen 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad to 
sell for $933,000 to the city the land on the east side 
of the Connecticut river on which the railroad enters 
the city, the railroad agreeing to enter on new tracks 
on the Agawan meadows, on the west side. 

“Mr. Barney is pleading for the city beautiful. He 
says that the fortune he plans to leave the city will 
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more than pay for improving the land acquired. He 
has in mind the building of a series of water front 
parks, handsome bridges and a broad avenue near the 
river. Mr. Barney allowed his lawyer, Nathan D. 
Bill, to announce his plans to the city at a public mass 
meeting to discuss the river front improvement 
project.

DOLLIVER ON CATALOGUE HOUSES. 








“People who think and reason don’t as a rule pat- 
ronize catalogue houses. I am a believer in the coun- 
try town and the country merchant. They are the 
power for upbuilding our towns, our cities, our states. 
Our nucleus of civilization centers in our little cities 
and towns. To save civilization we have got to stop 
the drainage that is being carried on by the catalogue 
concerns of Chicago and the other great trade centers. 
If I were keeping store, I would get on a cash basis 
and stay there. I believe in the country town, county 
seat, and villages of Iowa. Every one living in these 
towns, and near them, benefits by their schools and 
churches. If we are to be a strong nation we must 
be loyal to our towns and villages. I look with alarm 
on the invasion of the desk and warehouse merchants 
in cities against our country merchants. One thing 
sure, I am not going to assist in making the Govern- 
ment a party to it. I have in the Senate of the United 
States made the point of order, when the Postal De- 
partment appropriation bill was up, that the parcels 
post provision attached to it was new legislation, and 
therefore out of order. It has been said that the ex- 
press companies killed off this measure, but I want 
to tell you that it was the junior senator from Iowa 
that killed it off that time. I believe the mail-order 
houses were a humbug to start with. I never saw any 
of their goods that were of good quality and had 
strength, and they always looked shoddy. I never saw 
any of their goods from a needle to a cook stove that 
I would think of using to deceive a woman or child 
with.”—Senator Dolliver of Iowa.

WELSH CHARCOAL IRON. 








In answer to inquiries Consul D. W. Williams 
writes from Cardiff that there is no blast furnace ir 
England or Wales making iron with charcoal as a fuel. 

The last forge in Wales producing iron to be coated 
with tin was stopped in 1892. The only makers of 
pure charcoal iron sheets in England or Wales are 
said to be a Stourport concern, and they are said to 
consume all their product in their own plant. It is not 
known that any “charcoal iron blooms” are produced 
on the island. There is no firm manufacturing tin or 
terne plates using charcoal iron as a base except as 
noted. The term “charcoal plates” is now used for the 
best plates using Siemens steel as a base, and those 
are made by old firms that had established brands in 
the market. There is comparatively little “done in 


. those plates, because common and best cokes answer 


the prices offered to better advantage. 

Experts say that they would not advise going in 
for charcoal iron exactly, as it used to be done in 
Wales. The quality could be charcoal, of course, but 
they would do away with the hammerman’s hollow 
fire, which meant so much waste and labor expense. 
The last hollow fires in Wales used very common coke 
instead of charcoal. They hold also that the intro- 
duction of steel as a base was the prime cause that 
enabled the Americans to enter into competition with 
the Welsh. 

Some experts hold that no tin or terne plates with 
steel as a base, no matter how it is finished, can be 
made to last like the old charcoal plates. It can be 
made to look well and to stand the severest test in 
stamping, but pinholing will occur in time, owing to 
its temper and ingredients. There must be a return 
to iron as a base to secure the best results.

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MITER PATTERNS FOR SKYLIGHT BARS. 





NO. 2. 
BY LOUIS OEHRING. 

The Curb.—This is shown at (a), Fig. 3, and is a 
reproduction of G, Fig. 2. At (b) is shown a portion 
of an elevation of the curb, Y’ Y’ are draining holes, to 
provide an outlet for the condensation of the glass, 
which is led to the curb gutter. AB is a line repre- 
senting where the section (a) is taken. The section 
(a) is provided here with numerals, which are trans- 
ferred to line CD, which is drawn at right angles to 
KL. Through the points thus established draw lines 
parallel to K L. From the numerals of the section (a) 
draw lines parallel to CD, crossing the lines drawn 
through CD. Through the points established by the 
crossing of these lines having the same numerals, 
draw the irregular line EF. The part (c) is the 
pattern for the inside miter shown at E, Fig. 1, and the 
part (b) is the pattern for the outside miters at A B C 
DF. It will be noticed that the drain holes come at 
point 5 in section (a), Fig. 3. These should be 
marked on line 5 of pattern and here shown at Y’ Y’. 

The Ridge.—In Fig. 4 are presented the patterns re- 
quired for the ridge. The miters required are those 
shown at g and c, Fig. 1. The one shown at g, it is 
necessary to show the intersection of the hips, and at 
the condensation gutters of the ridge show the inter- 
section of the plain bar. To do this, draw the section 
G, Fig. 4, in the position shown, which is the same 
as shown at H, Fig. 2. From this project lines to plan 
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the same width in plan as the plain bar from the point 
x; draw a line at right angles to the center line of 
ridge, and on it draw section of plain bar as at H. 

The miter of the ridge at F is cut to meet the center 
line of the hips, as will be seen by the heavy lines at x, 
the dotted lines showing the intersections of the plain 
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and hip bars. The condensation gutters of the ridge 
miter with gutter of the plain bar at g z. 

At the miter c, Fig. 1, it will be seen that the gutter 
of bar 11 miters with the ridge, and to note this on 
the plan, draw the line ab just below H, Fig. 4, and 
from H project the points of the gutter to 1 mn on line 
ab; transfer these points to line cf, which has been 

drawn at right angles. to the center line of the 
ridge extended from c, the point | being the inter- 
7 section of the two lines. From these points draw 
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parallel lines to the gutter of ridge, making the 
intersection t u v. The intersections of the plain 
bar with the gutter of the ridge, which occur at 
other points of the ridge, can also be noted by

as shown; also draw the portion BDC of ridge, of 
which BD is the miter line of the two parts ef the 
ridge. At F draw the plan view of a portion of the 
hip, as showa at AE, assuming that they will have 





=¥ drawing a parallel line to the ridge as shown by 
cd, and drawing a line perpendicular to it to con- 

sider as the center of the plain bar; from the in- 
tersection of these lines set off the points 1mn, from 
line a b, both towards c and d, and project these points 
to the gutter of the ridge, making the intersection as 
at pqrs. The valley bar will also make an intersec- 
tion with the ridge, but we will neglect that at this 
time, as it would have a tendency to be confusing. 
Now draw the line O P of pattern at right angles to 
F h; on it set off the stretchout of the ridge G, which 
is considered to be a section on line M N;; the stretch- 
out is designated with the same numerals as the sec- 
tion. Through the points on the line O P draw paral- 
lel lines at right angles to it, and from the points of 
intersection on the plan project lines crossing the lines 
in the pattern; through the points thereby established 
draw the irregular lines I Land JK. To note the eut- 
ting out for the gutter intersection, project lines from 
pqrs of plan to pqrs of pattern, the crossing of the 
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lines will be the outline of the notch shown in part (c) 


of pattern.

“Some manufacturers of tar and gravel roofing have at- 
tempted to create an impression—to advertise their own 
roofing—that this Association at its Baltimore Convention 
condemned tin as a roofing material.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The natural slackening of business during the holi- 
days has been followed by a renewal of general activity 
in all lines of hardware. The open weather in the 
Chicago district, almost unprecedented for the time of 
year, has tended to promote sales of builders’ hardware 
to an unusual degree. The month of December, 1906, 
is believed to have been a récord-breaker in the whole- 
sale and jobbing trades throughout the country. 

The high price of all metals and practically all ma- 
terials entering into the manufacture of hardware 
tends to keep pushing the prices up steadily. While 
prices on practically all lines have already been ad- 
vanced yet there is still an upward tendency and an 
announcement of higher prices on some line or other 
continues to be made almost daily. At the same time 
demand is good and even the increased prices are 
cheerfully paid. 

The extraordinary rise in copper has contributed 
to the advances in certain lines of hardware, but the 
full effect of the upward tendency of the copper mar- 
ket has not yet been felt. The scarcity of timber is 
another factor which tends to push up the price of 
hardware. But the most potent and immediate cause, 
according to recognized authorities, is probably the 
fact that manufacturers find themselves taxed to the 
utmost to meet the greatly increased demand for goods 
in the hardware line. 

After the temporary check to business occasioned 
by the holidays both wholesalers and retailers have 
looked for a very vigorous resumption of business. 
Much is expected of the year 1907. 

An advance in hatchets took effect January 1, the 
new base discount being 40 and 7% per cent. Cabinet 
lock manufacturers have advanced rates on certain 
goods which sell at net prices. Agricultural and knife 
handle wrenches show advances of about 10 and 5 
per cent respectively. Manufacturers of white lead, 
dry or in oil, in kégs, antiounce an advance of % 
cent per pound, Adzes are quoted from $1 to $2 per 
dozen higher. 

Advances on window glass, shovels, etc., are ex- 
pected daily. 





TIN PLATE. 

The demand for tin plates is fairly good, though the 
transactions of the past week have been of little im- 
portance because of the holiday season. The prices 
are unchanged. An advance is thought likely to be 
made in prices very soon. They are now quoted at 
$4.09 for 100-pound coke plates f. 0. b. New York and 
$3.90 f. o. b. Pittsbutgh. Tin plates f. 0. b. Swansea 
now stand at I5s.

COPPER. 

There was a further advance on New Year’s eve in 
the bid price for all grades of refined copper metal, 
making the quotation now 2334@24¢ for lake; 23/44@ 
23%c for electrolytic, and 2344@23'%c for castings. 

The market has been fairly strong for this time of 
the year. There were few transactions owing to the 
holidays, though several small sales were made. Prac- 
tically all of these sales, however, were at figures far 
above those quoted. 

There is now practically no spot copper to be had 
and prices are consequently soaring. It is predicted 
that before the close of the present month the quota- 
tions will pass 25c per pound. The past year has been 
a phenomenal one in the copper trade, but ‘the con- 
sensus of opinion-is that the present one will sur- 
pass it. 

The Copper Manufacturers’ Association has an- 
nounced a rise of 2c per pound in sheet copper, the 
base price being now 29c. Yellow metal is also higher, 
the base price on dimefsions being 23c. Sheathing is 
quoted at 21c, keel and stem metal at 23c and nails 


at 22(@23Cc.

MERCHANT BARS. 
Iron bars continue in good detwand, a fair tonnage 
being ordered right along. Consumers seem anxious 
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to place contracts on the basis of $1.84) tidewater or 
$1.70 f. o. b. Pittsburgh. These orders are for deliv- 
ery within the next three or four months. The mar- 
ket is firm at $1.891%4 tidewater. Some sales are re- 
ported at even higher figures. It is said that the in- 
creased cost of production will prevent the mills from 
yielding to the wishes of the buyers under the present 
circumstances, Some of the eastern mills are asking 
at their works $1.80@1.90. 

Steel bars are quoted in carloads at $1.74424@1.84% 
tidewater, the base being $1.60 Pittsburgh. 


PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market opened as strong as ever after 
the holidays. In fact, if there was any change it was 
toward a stronger market. 

Inquiries are out from all directions for iron fo1 de- 
livery for the last half of the year, and one eastern 
order is reported for a large quantity for delivery in 
1908. This report concerns two western roads, and 
the amount reported ordered for this unusually distant 
delivery is 90,000 tons. 

Considerable orders for basic, forge and foundry 
iron are reported to have been placed during the holi- 
day season, which is regarded as an_ especially 
auspicious fact. 

It is now thought that the pig iron production for 
December was not as large as had been anticipated, 
the total for the year showing an increase over 1905 
of only about Io per cent. 

The production in December in the southern ter- 
ritory fell off considerably. Several furnaces were run 
on half blast during the greater part of the month 
because of the unsteady and absolutely insufficient 
supply of raw material. All this tends to maintain 
values, which even the large amount of foreign iron 
coming forward cannot pull down. 

As regards the market for spot iron there is an un- 
settled condition of affairs owing to the small amount 
offering. A lot of No. 2 soft Alabama iron has just 
been sold at $23 f.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“The holiday week has been in itself a perfect indication 
and miniature barometer of the year just closed. With an 
unparalleled volume of business in every line, culminating 
in broken records for trade during the holidays, 1906 departs 
with the high-water mark for prosperity. It leaves, as an 
aftermath, probably the largest tonnage of uncompleted con- 
tracts for both raw and finished material that any year has 
hitherto recorded. The production of pig iron during 1906 
has broken all records, and, variously estimated at from 
25,000,000 to 25,500,000 tons, would have been consumed to 
the last pound, and the imported iron coming into this 
country since last October taken up as well, but for the 
fact that one of the records in connection with the year will 
consist of the greatest car and labor shortage in industrial 
history. 

“Beginning 1907, there is an increasing tonnage of pig 
iron being piled in Southern furnace yards, every ton of 
which is sold and buyers anxiously awaiting shipment. 

“The international markets have come in for more notice 
and of a much more interesting character during 1906 than 
for several years. This was due entirely to the inability of 
domestic producers to keep up with the consumption, which 
was steadily outdistancing the home supply. The source of 
the best imported iron is the British Isles, and the state of 
the market in England, as’ compared with the American, 
made it possible to import a large quantity of Scotch and 
English irons, to the great satisfaction of many consumers, 
in the East particularly. That this has not assumed larger 
proportions is something of a disappointment; but is due to 
the fact that the German Empire, during the last six months, 
has been going through a period of prosperity similar to 
ours. Their industries have been forced to draw on exterior 
supply, which has resulted in a very complete extinction of 
furnace stocks in England and Scotland. 

“In regard to the American demand for Scotch iron, a 
prominent American, residing in Scotland, is reported as say- 
ing that, since the beginning of November, contracts have 
been placed for Scotch iron in amounts between 30,000 and 
40,000 tons. If the American demand for Scotch iron is 
maintained during 1907, and there are strong indications to 
point that way, a condition of things may be created which 
will prove most embarrzssing for home consumers. There 
are no stocks, either public or private, of any consequence to 
fall back upon at this time, and which were always a standby 
in the past. A year ago there were 92,000 tons, and at the 
opening of 1903 there were approximately 300,000 tons.” 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Never did a new year begin with a more active pig iron 
market, or with higher hopes for continued prosperity in the 
trade. The holidays have come and gone without influencing 
business one way or the other in the least degree. As a mat- 
ter of fact the holidays meant in all furnace districts a stop- 
page of labor, so that furnaces were temporarily banked and 
loading on the yards ceased. If there was any reduction in 
consumption on account of the holiday season it probably was 
more than compensated for by this sudden restriction in 
production. As for demand, there seems to be no end to it 
There are consumers coming into the market for all kinds of 
iron and for all kinds of deliveries. While so much iron has 
been sold for the first quarter of the year and for the first 
half, it is becoming evident that there are many consumers 
who took their chances and did not buy, and who will have 
to buy now from hand to mouth to keep running. Their 
purchases are mainly in small lots. They are having trouble 
in finding what they want, the high grade irons being in very 
short supply. 

“The big buying of the week has been for late delivery. 
One very large interest has taken a round lot represented by 
five figures, of Southern 2 foundry for delivery over the third 
quarter, but as a rule purchasing is being done for the entire 
last half, and to-day Cincinnati dealers are working on sev- 
eral large inquiries of this kind. One is for 15,000 tons, an- 
other for 5,000, still another for 3,000, and so on. Prices are 
strong and the tendency is still upward. Fortunately thus far 
the weather has been very decent, but the railroads are con- 
gested and are short of cars. The trouble seems to be not 
because the railroads are themselves at fault, but simply they 
are offered more business than they can take care of. If the 
railroad situation gets any worse than it is at the present it 
is going to be a very serious handicap to the industry of the 
country.”
